Witnesses Testify That Ill-Fated 
Car Was Travelling at Fast 
Rate 


FLAGMAN AT CROSSING 
BAYS WAVED LANTERN 


Adjournment Till Tuesday When 
Train Crew Will Give Their 
Evidence 


That the automobile driven by 
Laurie G. Jellett on Friday night, at 
the time it crashed into the east- 
pound C. N. R. express at the Namayo 
avenue crossing, resulting in the in- 
stantaneous deaths of Mrs, W. E. 
Lines and. Miss Dorothy Gifford, was 
speeding at the rate of from thirty to 
thirty-five miles an hour, was estab- 
lished by several witnesses who gave 
evidence at the adjourned inquest on 
Saturday afternoon, before Coroner 
Braithwaite. 

Conduetor Bradford, in charge of 
street car No 55, which had been pre- 
viously flagged by the C. N. R. wateh- 
man, said, “It went by me like a 
flash.” Motorman Westaway, driver 
of the same car, said the automobile 
“whigzed” by. 

R. fF. Clarry represented the 
attorney-general’s department; Hon. 
A. G. MacKay M.P.P., and Geo, B. 
o'Connor, K.C., looked after the in- 
terests of Laurie G. Jellett, and J. C. 
F. Bown, city solicitor, was also pre- 
gent, although he did not take an act- 


ive part in the proceedings. The 
small court room was crowded, even 
standing room being at a premium 


when the first witness took the stand. 
Former Detective’s Evidence 
Ernest Seymour, manager of the 
St, Regis hotel, and former city detec- 
tive, said he was sitting close to the 
Namayo avenue window of the hotel, 
in company with Inspector Campbell 
and Detective Burbeck, when auto 
No. 2387, admitted by Mr. MucKay 
to be owned by Jellett, passed by, g0- 
ing at from thirty to thirty-five miles 
an hour. This was only four blocks 
from the scene of the disaster, 
Questioned by Mr. MacKay, witness 
said his estimute of the speed was not 
guess work, He had frequent!y timed 
autos on the city streets, and aad vls> 


driven cars himself. He visited te 
spot after the digaster, and did not 
think it was dark there. There was 


an are light on the east side of Na- 
mayo, just north of the three railways 
tracks. He admitted the place mignt 
be better lighted, 

Detective Burbeck corroborated Sey- 


nour as to the speed of the auto, In 
reply to Mr, Mackay, he said the 
flagged street car would have intev- 


cepted the view of Jellett when the 
latter's car came aiongside, 
Train Going Slowly. 

Leonard James Collins, of the R.N. 
W.M.P., suid he Was on the east-bound 
C.N.R. train, which was travelling at 
the time at the rate of four or five 
miles an hour, Witness helped to re- 
move the bodies. One was partly un- 
derneath the baggage car, with the 
legs protruding, and the other between 
the auto and the wheels of the engine. 
He believed the engine passed ovr both 
bodies, The auto jammed in some 
way against the cab of the engine st 
the time of the collision, and was 
@ragged in that way a distance of 18 
yards, and it was necessary to removs 
it before of the bodies could be 
extricated.

The imperial government, he said, 
considered the problem not insoluble.

A procession 
was then formed after which the 
meeting was organized at the market 
square, 

Sir Wilfrid said the people had 
made a mistake at the last election 
and they might err once more, but he 
did not want the Liberals to lose cour- 
age.

“One hears a goou deal of talk at 
the present time about the searcity 
of money,” said M. Chevalier, general 
manager of the Credit Foncier, F. v., 
to Bulletin Saturday, “That is not 
quite the correct way of describing it, 
however, Money is abundant enough 
if you knew where to get it. But you 
have to pay a higher rate of interest 
for it.” 

Despite the present financial strin- 
gency, continued M. Chevalier, his 
company had experienced no difficul- 
ty in obtaining large sums or money 
for loan on mortgage in Canada, 
Last January the Credit Foncier is- 
sued debentures for $7,000,000 and 
again in September a further issue of 
$5,000,000 was successfully floated, 
making a total of $12,000,000 borrow- 
ed tor mortgage advances duriis 
the present year, 

There was every indication in Mr. 
Chevaliers estimation thai money 
will continue to be dear for some time 
to come, Its tendency has been to 
rise in value for some years past, in- 
deed ever since the outbreak of the 
South African war in 1898. This con- 
dition is general. In Europe the rul- 
ing rate of interest has risen from 4 
per cent to 6 per cent, nad shows no 
symptoms of falling in the near fu- 
ture, 

So far as local finances are con- 
cerned the effect of the exceptionally 
large crop ought to exercise a con- 
siderable influence in the direction of 
easing money conditions, 

The Credit Foncic in common 
with other borrowers, has had to pay 
# little more for its loans, but has not 
so fury increased the vate charged to 
clients of the corporation, Thut this 
course is possible is due largely to the 
great volume of business that has 
been transacted by the company since 
its inauguration in 1861, At the pre- 
sent time the total investments in 
Canada amount to over $50,000,000, of 
which $4,115,000 has been lent in the 
province of Alberta on rural and city 
properties in the past seven yeurs. 
The money searcity has not cuused 
any alteration in the policy of | the 
company, and no halt in its leading 
opérations has been called,

WORLD'S SERIES OF GAMES 


First Winner Twenty-nine Year: Ago Was Providence Team— 


Since Then Flag Has Been 


Beld ty Many Cities—Has 


Been West of Mississippi 


NEW YORK, Oct.4—Twenty-one 
time have the pefinant winners of 
the country fought for the world’s 
championship on the diamond. 

The world's series will pass 
twenty-ninth birthday, however, with 
the forthcoming contest between the 
Giants and Athletics. It first came 
into being in New York in 1884, when 
Providence, winner of the National 
League pennant, crossed bats with the 
victorious metropolitans—New York's 
standard-bearers—of the old Ameri 
can Association. There were lapses in 
1891 and 1893 and a big gap from 
1898 to 1902, inclusive, and still an- 
other lapse in 1904 when no gamer 
were played, but from 1884 to the 
present, barring these intermissions 
the post season fight for the apex 
of the baseball world has been an 
established custom, 

The flag has flown in ten states 
during this short generation. Once it 
strayed west of the Mississippi River 
and breezed in the St. Louis part of
